Cow slaughter In November was 
approximately 1 million head. This, 
was substantially loss than a year 
earlier but greater than projections. 1

Finney said that the 1976 slaughter 
rate was about 10% greater than the 
projections made a year ago. Those 
projections were not forecasts of what 
slaughter would be during the year. 
IRather, they were estimates, by 
Cattlo-Fax economists, of s slaughter 
rate needed to put the U.8. cow nerd 
back into bettor balance with beef 
demand and increasing production 
costs.
